A RESOLUTION FOR THE CHANGE OF STATUS OF COUNTY ATTORNEY'’S OFFICE
FINES RECOVERY AND LICENSE REINSTATEMENT EMPLOYEE DONALD ANDERSON

WHEREAS Don Anderson is currently a full time employee working for the Boone County
Attorney’s Office as the Recovery and License Reinstatement Officer.
WHEREAS Don Anderson was employed as the full-time Recovery and License
Reinstatement Officer since June 1, 2012.
WHEREAS Don Anderson requested to be adjusted to a part-time status working 30 hours
per week as the Recovery and License Reinstatement Officer.
WHEREAS Don Anderson as Recovery and License Reinstatement Officer earned Boone
County $92,213 in 2013 and $91,173 in 2014. The Department is projected to earn the
County $90,000 in revenue for the fiscal year ending 2015.
WHEREAS due to the services offered by the Boone County Recovery and License
Reinstatement Office provides a service to the citizens of Boone County with the ability to
get their driver’s license reinstated, allows citizens to register their vehicles, and pay back
from fines and fees the citizens of Boone County receive a benefit. These essential services
to the public and the benefit to the County is cost neutral in fact provides additional income
to the County.
RESOLVED, Don Anderson with the Recovery and License Reinstatement Officer will be
adjusted in his employment from a full-time employee to a part-time employee with the
following provisions:

1. Don Anderson start date of employment will remain June 1, 2012.

2. Work week - 30 hours

3. All sick time and vacation time already accrued will remain and can be used during

his continued employment.
4. Sick leave 14.06 hours per month with maximum accumulation of 900 hours.

5. Exempt position — No overtime but flex time is permissible.

6. Vacation after 1 year 30 hours
2 year 60 hours
5 year 90 hours
16 year 120 hours

7. Funeral Leave 5 days immediate family

3 days not immediate family
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6. Effective date of change: May 1, 2015

Position will remain the Office Asst/Clerk designation

8. Cost of Living increases is applicable for fiscal year 2015/2016 and fiscal year
2016/2017. The current hourly wage is $17.27/hour. This wage will increase to
$18.17 after the cost of living increase for fiscal year 2015/2016.

9. The position remains a union position pursuant and subject to the Agreement
between Boone County and Teamsters Local Union. 238, Boone County Courthouse
signed and dated March 11, 2015.
